Chevalier de Langeron was d with s500 ve- 
teran Soldiers in the Caftle of the fimall Ifland 
Goszo, to cover the Port of Malta, in cafe thé 
Turke fhould attack it ; and that the Squadron of 
Malteze Gallies continue ftill at Sicily, not daring 
to go back to Malta for fear of falling into the 
Enemies Hands.
